Many Crops 


In State Need 


More Rainfall 


Cotton Makes ‘Good 
Progress,’ Weather 
Bureau Says. 


Cotton made “good progress” 
throughout the state but other 
crops in north and central Geor- 
gia lacked sufficient moisture in 
the week ending Tuesday, the 
Federal Weather Bureau reported 
yesterday. 

Although a few southern coun- 
ties had too much rain, the report 
said, pastures, sweet potatoes, late 
corn, peppers and vegetables in 
more than half the state would 
now benefit by rain. 

Favorable weather aided pea- 
nuts, sugar cane and pecans. The 
bureau said that in spite of re- 
cent destructive winds, the pecan 


'crop promises to be “heavy.” Pea- 
‘nuts were reported delayed near 


Tifton by frequent showers. 


The report termed conditions 
favorable for holding the cotton 
weevil in check except in limited 
areas and said fully half the bolls 
were open in southern counties. 
The Tifton and Valdosta areas 
suffered from too much rain. 

Regarding truck crops, the bu- 
reau said: “Okra good; peas and 
butterbeans still producing; tur- 
nips and cucumbers being planted, 
some of the latter coming up. Fa- 
vorable weather in leading pro- 
ducing areas, but rain needed 
middle and northern sections.”

Noblesse Oblige 


Noblesse oblige may be roughly interpreted 
as the obligation of the more fortunate to- 
ward those whom life, or fate, has not treated 
So kindly. There is an obligation in superiori- 
_ ty, in greater good fortune. The man blessed 
with exceptional gifts, advantages or wealth 
is charged, by the Divine Providence which 
so blessed him, to use those advantages for 
the benefit of his less gifted, or less fortunate, 
brothers. 

In Atlanta, as all through the south, there 
are two races of people, living in the same 
communities, friendly and useful to each 
other, yet totally distinct. The relationship 
between the superior white race and the Negro 
in the south is probably more nearly ideal 
than that between separate races in similar 
circumstances in any part of the world. 

The Negro in the south has advanced mar- 
vellously in the past few generations. Part of 
that advancement is due to the understand- 
ing and sympathetic help extended to him by 
the better class of white southerners. And a 
large part of the Negro’s progress, as a race, 
is a splendid tribute to his own best qualities. 
_ Nevertheless, as must always be the case 
where two races live together as do the white 
and the Negro here, one race is the dominant, 
the other the socially inferior. 

It is condition, however, that imposes added 
obligations by the dominant race, in this case 
the white. By the very fact of its superiority, 
its better advantages and its control of the 
machineries of government, of justice and of 
the entire social order, the white race owes a 
special obligation to the negro. For all those 
benefits and guarantees of justice that a dem- 
ocratic society confers upon its people, the 
Negro is dependent upon the white man. It 
therefore becomes all the more a sacred ob- 
ligation of the white man to see that the 
comparatively helpless Negro is not deprived 
of any of the fundamental rights or opportuni- 
ties he may properly expect from society. 

The schools of Atlanta are in dire need 

of replacement, of repair and of enlarged ca- 
pacity. Anyone at all familiar with the physi- 
cal condition of Atlanta’s public school plant, 
knows this. It has for years been a disgrace 
to the city that such schools as Maddox Junior 
High, Murphy Junior High, Boys’ High and 
Tech High, have had to make shift with dan- 
gerous wooden portable buildings. 
- To remedy this, and other poor conditions, 
the voters of Atlanta have been asked to ap- 
prove a bond issue. They will vote on this 
bond issue early next month. There can be 
little, if any, doubt the bonds will be approved. 
The need is too urgent, and the fact that there 
will be no increase of taxes necessitated to re- 
tire the bonds, make them not only good 
business, but “must” business for the city. 

It would be well, however, if the respon- 
sible, better type of citizens took thought, at 
this time, to the conditions prevalent in the 
city schools for Negro children. A little in- 
vestigation will disclose deplorable conditions 
there. 

Of the proposed $1,800,000 bond issue, only 
$100,000 is to be set aside to “improve and en- 
large over-crowded Negro schools.” Undoubt- 
edly, that is all that can be spared at this 
time. But the need remains and must be 
cared for. 

Out of eleven negro schools in the city, 88 
per cent, or 149 of the 167 classes, have to 
operate by double sessions. Booker Washing- 
ton High school has to hold double sessions 
for all the seventh and eighth grades and 
there are no proper facilities there for vo- 
cational training. Practically all the Negro 
schools are without cafeterias, library space 
or library facilities. Walker street is the only 
one with auditorium or gymnasium. 

Let us not forget that we owe a responsi- 
bility, too, to our Negro population. A respon- 
sibility all the greater because of their de- 
pendence upon us. ~

That Smoky Gorge 

It is to be doubted if anything would con- 
tribute more to the attractiveness of midtown 
Atlanta than elimination of the smoke that 
pours into the air from switching locomotives 
along the “railroad gorge.” Although the rail- 
roads have done their best, of recent years, 
to lessen this smoke nuisance, clouds of soot- 
laden smoke still pour up between the via- 
ducts to pollute the air, blacken the buildings, 
besmudge passersby’s clothes, and generally 
add expense to and lower efficiency of life in 
Atlanta. 

The suggestion that Diesel switching en- 
gines would do away with this ancient and 
persisting nuisance has been made. It would 
not involve insurmountable expense. It would, 
also, remove one more difficulty from the long- 
delayed project of covering over the area with 
a midtown plaza. With Diesel engines there 
would be no problem of getting rid of the 
smoke. 

Other large cities have, long ago, seen 
Similar nuisances done away with, either by 
the use of electric locomotives or the Diesel 
type. There is no reason why Atlanta should 
not enjoy equal consideration with other large 
centers of population. 

Certainly, if the roads can be persuaded, 
or induced, to substitute smokeless motive

Wallace Speaks Truth 


Henry A. Wallace, vice presidential nominee 
of the Democratic party, in his speech formally 
accepting the nomination, spoke of one of the 
most vital considerations which the voters of 
the nation must consider when casting their 
ballots next November. 

Regardless of his opponent, regardless of 

that opponent’s views or ability, defeat of 
President Roosevelt would be hailed with de- 
light by Adolf Hitler and all his followers in 
Europe, Mr. Wallace stated. 
_ President Roosevelt, he continued, has “un- 
derstood the Hitler menace from the start,” 
and one of the primary objectives of the Nazi 
leaders, and their emissaries in this country, 
is to “get rid of Roosevelt.” 

Further, Mr. Wallace charged that, regard- 
less of the patriotism of the Republican candi- 
dates, there are powerful influences in the 
Republican party which, seeking profitable 
business with a German-controlled Europe, 
force this nation to make economic conces- 


sions to the totalitarian countries. In other 
words, these are ‘“appeasers” just as the 


Chamberlain government of Britain was at 
Munich. Republican “appeasers” in this coun- 
try, said Mr. Wallace, have, because of large 
contributions, both political and financial, to 
the Republican party, have powerful voice in 
the affairs of the nation if a Republican ad- 
ministration is elected. 

Mr. Wallace is, undoubtedly, correct in his 
interpretation of the international aspects of 
the presidential race in the United States. 

President Roosevelt has shown himself a 
strong bulwark for this country in its affairs 
with other nations during the most critical 
period in the modern world. It would be 
tragic to lose his leadership at such a time. 

That the Nazis are already at work, through 
propaganda and bartering offers, to divide 
this country and to thus make it easier for 
conquest, is self-evident.

representatives in occupied France at the present time. 

Rather naturally, therefore, the Red Cross is doing little work 
either in free or occupied France. As it happened, however, one 


of its ships, the McKeesport, landed in France at the time of the | 


German victory, and its 245 carloads of goods were speedily dis- 
tributed in free territory, in station wagons carried on the ship. 
This cargo of food, clothing, drugs and other medical supplies, in 
the opinion of the Red Cross experts, fortunately teok “the edge 
off” the most pressing needs of free France until late fall. 

Neither the President nor Chairman Norman Davis, of the Red 
Cross, seem disposed to send any sizable supplies to free France 
for the time being. But it is hoped that in a few weeks some 
additional milk and cereal mf&y be dispatched to alleviate the needs 
of children. While the British remain firm on the blockade, the 
Red Cross believes that permission may be obtained to land these 
limited supplies. Free France not only has the problem of its 
own citizens, but of 4,000,000 refugees, whom the Germans refuse 
to allow to return to their homes in occupied territory. 


CHILDREN AND PRISONERS Under orders from Washing-© 


ton, none of the McKeesport 
supplies was transported to German-occupied territory, for it was 
a ninety-nine to one chance that the goods would never have found 
their proper destination. This rule was relaxed a bit when it was 
discovered that the Red Cross had an excess of medical supplies. 
These bandages, surgical instruments and the like were used in 
occupied France to care for prisoners of war under the strict super- 
vision of the International Red Cross. Occupied France was also 
aided in two minor ways, through the work of Wayne Chatfield 
Taylor, the American Red Cross representative who remained in 
Paris. 

Taylor ordered a small supply of milk and cereals from the 
Swiss, in the first days of the occupation, to feed the children of 
Paris. He also discovered outside of Paris 2,000 prisoners of war, 
who had not eaten in eight days. He temporarily cared for them 
with other food also bought in Switzerland. But the Germans 
quickly cut off this supply by ordering the Swiss to refuse ship- 
ments. And the German high command soon let it be known that 
Red Cross representatives were not. welcome, in the occupied 
territory. 

Instead, the German army of occupation set up its own relief 
system, seizing control of all food, and distributing it through soup 
and relief stations. In one section, according to authoritative re- 
port, 6,000 head of cattle were confiscated. The German attitude 
seemed surprising, but the reason is now clear. Within occupied 
France, which is completely cut off from free France and from the 
rest of the world, the Germans are bending every effort to con- 
vince the French that their plight should be blamed on “their 
politicians” and on the British. The arrival of Red Cross repre- 
sentatives, on mercy missions, would not be conducive to con- 
vincing Frenchmen that their fate rests in the hands of their bene- 
factors, the Germans.

HOW TO BE SURE gium John Cudahy have suggested that 
the United States aid Europe. But the Red Cross is receiving 
hundreds of letters demanding that no supplies be sent that could 
possibly fall in German hands or aid the Germans. The French 
are naturally pressing for American aid, and some idea of the re- 
sponse in France to the aid already sent can be gained from ex- 
tracts from a letter to the Red Cross from Richard Allen, its dele- 
gate in free France: 

“The MeKeesport was the first ship which had come through 
the blockade. All food ships from the east as well as the west had 
been prevented from coming in port. Marseilles, one of the world’s 
busiest ports, was idle and apprehensive. The McKeesport was 
sighted. The whole city was excited. Newspapers devoted most 
of their space to the mercy ship. The whole city turned out. All 
of unoccupied France knew that their friends, the American people, 
had accomplished the impossible and sent them large quantities of 
supplies. Tears were shed. I have been near tears maveelt. . . « 
Naturally we are anxious to obtain more supplies. 3 

“I hope America does not confuse the issue by trying to think 
of France occupied and nonoccupied as a whole. They are sepa- 
rate countries. The situation is different, of course, in occupied 
France. We have not yet found a solution to that problem.”
